promptly decided to help Britain, 
and not only Sir Charles Tupper but 
every loyal Canadian, could, and did 
decide without even two bours’ Bo- 
tice, that Canada must help the em 
pire. : 

But it was not until October 14 
that the G\vernor-general was able 
to cable Mr. Chamberlain that Can- 
ada too, would contribute, this deci- 
sion being forced upon the govern- 
ment by popular clamor.

There is another and 9 — 
aspec is Strathcona Horse q ° 
tion Se aul bh the Herald has not 
yet touched, and that is that the effi- 
ciency of the men is likely to be 
very wriously impaired by the con- 
eciousness that the horses they are 
riding are not to be depended upon 
ina pinch. One of the principal 
reasons for the usefulness of a Wesat- 
ern horseman ir the understanding 
which seems to exist between him- 
self and his horse, As has been very 
truly said, the horse and his rider 
are parts of the same machine, and 
when the rider has confidence tn the 
animal which carries bim, he is 
at liberty to devote his attention to 
what is going on around him. Where 
that confidence dove not exis, and 
where the attention of ‘the rider Is 
partly, if not altogether taken up in 
watching his horse,he becomes a mere 
recruit and is not by any means 
the man he is supposed to be. 

There are men amon: the Strath- 
cona contingent who ki.ow as much 
about Western horecs as most peo- 
ple and these men have expressed 
serious doubts as to whether any- 
body can safely ride some of the 
horses purchased by Dr .McMachran 
at Calgary. Whether thie is true or 
not, experience, bitter or otherwise, 
alone can tell, but every means 
should have been taken to avoid any 
possibtiity of danger in this respect 
by taking none but the best horses.
